One of Every Two Cancer 
Victims May Be Cured Now 
CHICAGO a- «LTH - An official of 
the American Cancer Society has 
reported that more than 800.000 
persons in the United States ha\e 
been cured of the disease a n d 
thet present skills may cure one 
of every two cancer victims. 
Mefford F. Runyon, New York 
also left the door open for a so­ 
ciety-sponsored test of the contro­ 
versial c a n c e r drug krebiozen 
provided the testing meets "the 
recognized standards 6f the sci­ 
entific community.’ ’ 
RUNYON. EXECUTIVE v i c e 
president of the cancer organiza­ 
tion. said Thursday that in addi­ 
tion to the 800.000 survivors of 
cancer in America another 900. 
000 persons who have received 
treatment wore undergoing five- 
vear's observation to determine* if 
the cure has taken. 
' 
His prediction that 50 per cent 
success was possible hinged on 
the afflicted person’s making full 
and early use of existing modern 
facilities 
"IT IS UP TO the individual." 
Runyon said. His life is in his 
own hands and the first doctor 
who sees him." 


Runyon said the present encour­ 
aging picture contrasted sharply 
with earlier years In 1913, when 
only one in 10 persons was cured, 
1930, one in five, and today's one 
in three. 
Referring to the krebiozen con­ 
troversy, Runyon said the society 
would like to see it settled "and 
the drug made available to doc­ 
tors and the public if it is of 
value." 


KREBIOZEN'S CHAMPION Dr 
Andrew C. Ivy, University of Illi­ 
nois physiologist, has sought re­ 
peatedly for the society’s approv­ 
al of a testing. His latest setback 
came last month when the group’s 
hoard of directors turned down 
Ivy‘a proposal for a test with sep­ 
arate c o n t r o l groups. At that 
time, the board questioned the 
validity of such a test. 
Runyon made it clear the next 
move must come from Ivy, com- 
ulete with an acceptable testing 
plan. 
Runyon's remarks were termed 
"encouraging” by Ivy who said 
they would be given the "careful 
consideration” of the Krebiozen 
Foundation.

SKOVHOLT EXPLAINED that 
the County of Riverside now takes 
about tmooon a year out of the 
Desert Hot Springs area “a n d 
only about 135,000 is spent here.

The news had been broadcast to 
the world Thursday night by Mos­ 
cow Radio. 
The Khrushchev report d I *- 
closed for the first time why Bul­ 
ganin was ousted after he re­ 
mained in office for more than 
a year after the disgrace of the 
five other party leaders who op­ 
posed Khrushchev. 


THE FOUR OTHER members 
of the "anti-party group” w e r e 
former Premier and Foreign Min­ 
ister Vyacheslav M. Molotov, for­ 
mer Premier Georgi Malenkov, 
former Foreign Minister Dmitri 
Shepilov and I^azar Kaganovich, 
former member of the Presidium. 
All were sent to minor jobs in re­ 
mote places. 
It was n e v e r officially an­ 
nounced but it was reported that 
one reason Bulganin stayed in of­ 
fice longer was that he switched 
his vote at a meeting of the cen­ 
tral committee in 1957 and voted 
against the Molotov* group. To­ 
day's reports made it clear he 
was a member of the anti-party 
group.

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Need to Promote Truthfulness 


In Political Advertising Apparent 


Ineffectiveness 
and 
Inadequacy 
o! 
existing laws with regard to truthful 
advertising . . . insofar as political ad­ 
vertising is concerned . . . " as amply 
demonstrated 
in 
the recent general 
election in California. 


In 
the commercial world an adver­ 
tiser is strictly prohibited from false 
advertising, and can be fined, jailed or 
even put out of business for violations. 
Not so with political advertising. Be­ 
cause of the constitutional provision 
for freedom of speech and the great 
amount of the sam e used in politics, 
anything short of personal libel is nei­ 
ther controllable 
nor actionable 
in 
court. 
. 


The only enforceable requirements 
are that the source of printed political 
matter and the person or organization 
responsible for sam e be identified. In 
view of the common usage of "commit­ 
tees” as 
sponsors 
these 
regulations 
have no real effect on political adver­ 
tising from a standpoint of responsibil­ 
ity to the public. 


On the contrary, radio and televi­ 
sion stations are subject to revocation 
of license for refusing political adver­ 
tising and cannot censor it, no matter 
how objectionable or patently false the 
“copy." Even newspapers are subject 
to possible su it for rejection of political 
advertisements and have no clear cut 
legal 
censorship 
grounds, 
although 
they have the editorial privilege of 
pointing out the falsity of any such 
matter to their readers. 
. 


The excessive "freedom" allowed po­ 
litical advertisers in the use pf the 
mails, billboards, radio and television, 
Including even some Instances of news­ 
paper advertising, has grown into a 
modern Frankenstein threatening de­ 
struction of th te high ideals for truth 
and fairness in political campaigns. 
This was clearly demonstrated in the 
recent California election which 
ad­ 
mittedly sank to an all-time low for de­ 
liberate distortion of 
facts and 
at­ 
tempts to stir up race, religious and 
class bigotry. Especially was this true 
on several of the propositions. Regard­ 
less of which “side" a TV' or radio lis­ 
tener favored, it was clear that “his" 
side as well as the other were shouting 
terse unqualified words or phrases oft­ 
en misleading, plainly prejudiced and 
unsupported by actual facts. On occa­ 


sion, it seemed a question of the win­ 
ner being the side which could spend 
the most money to tell the most “con­ 
vincing" distortion the most often. 
Now that the heat or battle has died 
down after election, the time is pro­ 
pitious for reflective examination of 
the faults, abuses and dangers of con­ 
tinuance of such practices in the fu­ 
ture. 


There is no doubt that everyone in­ 
cluding the opposing factions deplores 
the lowering of political standards and 
departure 
from 
traditional 
ethics. 
What can be done, however, is another 
matter. 
Little hope can be seen from the 
standpoint of new laws inasmuch as 
politics is primarily a matter of views 
and opinions and freedom of speech 
too broad for strict definition regula­ 
tion. 
Rather, it would seem that the most 
effective approach would be through 
the advertising industry itself, princi­ 
pally through the agencies which pre­ 
pare “copy" since most candidates and 
groups of proponents or opponents em­ 
ploy advertising or publicity firms to 
conduct their campaigns and advertis­ 
ing. 
In California or elsewhere an ethics 
committee composed of representatives 
of the agencies, the press and impartial 
but informed citizens could be formed 
to examine, approve or disapprove of 
political advertising copy prior to re­ 
lease. No compulsion would be involved 
hut the approval by the com mittee 
would mean much to the public in af­ 
firming the truthfulness and propriety 
of statem ents made. 


In addition, if each announcement or 
advertisement carried the name of the 
originatirg advertising or publicity ag­ 
ency responsible, the praise or objec­ 
tions of the public could be communi­ 
cated directly and not diverted towards 
the newspapers and broadcasting sta­ 
tions which are only the medium of 
presentation. 


Such a plan now has the serious con­ 
sideration of the major groups in the 
press and advertising industry. It would 
at least be well worth a try to encour­ 
age and promote higher political adver­ 
tising standards. The public is entitled 
to a reasonable guarantee of truthful­ 
ness and responsibility of political ad­ 
vertising.

Gardening in the Desert 


As is usual at this tim e of the 
year local nurseries have on dis­ 
play row after row' of annuals in 
wooden 
flats. 
Browse 
around, 
study the attached nam e, then 
decide which and how m any will 
fit best in your garden layout. 
IX your home is between the 
airport and Sunrise Way, in the 
north end of town or in Araby 
district you’ll probably have rab­ 
bits and kangaroo rats to contend 
with 
They are especially fond 
of young petunia buds and other 
annuals. We have even watched 
them chew a groove into « bed 
of dichondra. For the tim e being 
a protection of fine chicken wire 
might possibly hold them off. 


TO HAVE A COUPLE of months 
growth before cold w eather they 
should be planted early in October. 
Unless we have mostly sunshine 
and w arm w eather between now 
and the New Y ear newly planted 
petunias will do little but drink up 
your w ater until about the begin­ 
ning of February. F lats of single, 
double or the clvvarr variety will 
be on hand then. 
- 
For border plants there are also 
dwarf varieties 
from 
which 
to 
choose. For bedding purposes Vio­ 
let Queen. Rosy Morn and Heaven­ 
ly Blue would add glorious colors. 
Outside of the appearance of rod­ 
ents 
petunias 
are not 
difficult 
to handle. If bedded in good, pre­ 
pared soil regular w atering and 
occasional light fertilizing should 
give you excellent blooms until 
the end of May and even later. 


WE HAVE BEEN lax in bring 
ing Sweet P eas to your attention 
before now. It’s too late now for 
the early flowering Spencer seed; 
however, you still have another 
week in which to plant Cuthbert- 
sons for enrly spring Sweet Pea 
blooms 
To ensure good results 
Sweet 
Peas need more careful 
handling than probably any an­ 
nual. We have found that best 
results can be obtained by digging 
a trench at least 12 inches deep 
running north and south against 
a fence cr a wall where the vines 
will enjoy the morning sun. 
The am ateur gardener has prob­ 
ably had little tim e to prepare his 
own compost so com mercial humus 
and well-rotted steer m anure will 
have to be worked into the trench 
If there is no topsoil at hand a 
mixture of peat moss, leaf mold 
and sand in even quantities and to, 
the depth of three inches will fur 
nish the bed for the new seeds. 


THE MIXTURE should be hea 
vily w atered for a couple of days 
before the seeds are planted To 
allow for probable losses the first 
seeds 
should 
be 
three 
indie* 
apart. When the tendrils get ebout 
four inches long it is time to thin 
out in the trench to a distance o¡ 
six inches between plants. 


In the desert we have found it 
unwise to use wire supports for 
the growing vine; m etal retains 
the heat too long. We have had 
considerable 
success 
with 
the 
meshed string your local nursery 


can provide at a reasonable price. 
Endeavor to keep the trench dam p 
at all times, but not soggy. Keep 
in mind the fact that the more 
flowers you pick the more abund­ 
antly sweet peas grow.
